Campbell each presented tha matter 
from its vxrlmq gfpo ets, voicin g thCi, 
Jtenefal da*ire to aea tha Government 
take vigorous action to the and that 
present members of the community, 
mentally or physically afflicted In such 
a manner as to render them a menace 
to society might Re redeemed both from 
a life of crime and social ostracism. 

Tha Delinquent Child. 

Treating that phaaa of the question 
under the head of the Juvenile Delin¬ 
quent, Mr*. Spofford declared that 
practical knowledge went to show that 
the youngster who. came up for ad¬ 
monishment was very rarely posaeased 
of criminal Intent; many hoys and girls 
were brimming over with energy and 
enthusiasm and In most < uses tha par¬ 
ents were not able to direct that en¬ 
ergy Into proper channels. In other 
cases the child could not be held re¬ 
sponsible. These were not cases for 
The detention home but for a special 
’redemption" course to thUv.beneflt of 
both child and state. Miss (Trease ad¬ 
vocated the provision hr the Govern¬ 
ment of a tract of land and an Institu¬ 
tion thereon where the victim could be 
-urefully tended. 

Doctor's View. 

Dr. Milter declared. In brier, that he 
was not in favor of the segregation of 
venereal cases. That would only segre¬ 
gate half the problem. Isolation he 
wuuld favor, because that did not 
necessarily Involve the erection of a 
fence around the victim. Thera should 
be a special provincial officer; every 
doctor should be compelled to register 
every case with him! such victim 
should be required by law to register 
so that a complete Hat of all easel’ 
would be available. Early diagnosis 
would require a special laboratory and 
treatment should be given In the special 
hos p i t al-ward. Uf neceeoljy-would. he 
the co-operation nf the patient and the 
complete surrender to treatment over 
a long period. 

Realised Importance. 

The Rev. J. O. Inkster asked Di* 
MacLean that the Government com- ■ 
rajt itself to the principle or necessity 
for the establishment of a* Institution 
of the kind outlined, and also give Its 
financial support to a lYovincta! con¬ 
ference to thrash out the whole ques¬ 
tion.^ In reply the Minister assured the 
delegation of his sympathy. He real¬ 
ised tha vest Importance of the mat¬ 
ter. i|e sounded the note of warning, 
however, regarding the figures given 
»*ut concerning cases In the army—aa 
high, as ten per cent, suffering from 
venereal complaint. No less than 
twelve per cent civilian entrants to 
(he Toronto General Hospital were 
similarly affllct.d. he said. He men¬ 
tioned the fart to tone down any 
alarm created by tha military figures. 

Consumptives Increase 

It was a matter of wonder to tha 
Doctor that during prosperous times 
In British Columbia provision had not 
been fKade in the direction Indicated 
by the delegation. He touched on the 
present financial problems aa the un¬ 
avoidable brake on many necessary 
reforms and InnovatIntia.._Peaiha from 
tulwrculosla during the last ten years 
had Increased one hundred per cent. 
That m»ant another pressing need for 
the Province to consider more especi¬ 
ally as 1C was a preventable malady.

Smith, of Refelatoke. and 
Shelley, of Parksrllle, were elected di¬ 
rectors of. the Union for the year. 

For some considerable time the ptem* 
bers devoted themselves to the discus¬ 
sion of nnances, the struggle centring 
on the annual xnamberahip fen As to 
whether It should be one, two or Are 
do’lara |mt annum wss the question 
and, despite tha fact that all agreed 
that “cold coin” waa an fxtremely use¬ 
ful.
